President of Southern Railway 
Gives Out Statement Con- 
cerning Differences, Declar- 
ing His Disposition Is to be 
Entirely Free. 


Washington, May 17.—W. W. Finley, 
president of the Southern Railway 
Company, today gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 

“A difference having arisen between 
the Southern Railway Company and 
the firemen employed by it, I deem it 
proper as president of the company to 
make the following explanation: The 
representatives of e firemen some 
time since took up th the vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the com- 
pany, Mr. Coapman, the question of 
their relations with the company in- 
volving the question of wages and the 
question of rules under which they 
should work. As most usual in such 
cases, before any consideration was 
given to the question of rules, the 
question of wages was first taken up 
and considered. The demands of the 
men were for an increase in wages 
approximating 27.8 per cent over the 
wages of last year, involving an in- 
crease amounting to approximately 
$400,000 per annum. The vice presi- 
dent and general manager, not feeling 
that conditions were opportune for 
considering an increase, declined it, 
and thereupon, as is usual, an appeal 
was taken by“Gre"Seymittee repre- 
senting the men to me As president of 
the company. When the appeal was 
presented to me only the question of 
the demand for an increase in wages 
was considered, no question as to rules 
being in any way then involved or 
passed upon, it being stated by me to 
the committee that that question must 
first be considered by the operating 
officers of the company. 

Conditions Explained. a 

“Being convinced in respect to the 
demand for increased wages that there 
was nothing in general business con- 
ditions, or in respect to the earnings 
of the company, or the immediate out- 
look for traffic to justify an increase 
in expenses, I frankly so stated to the 
committee, explaining in some detail 
the surrounding conditions. I asked 
them to consider what reasonable basis 
there was for such a demand at this 
time, and pointed out the fact that they 
had received from us as much as 46 
per cent increase in wages since 1900, 
including a substantial increase a year 
ago, based last year upon the conten- 
tion that there had been a substantial 
increase in the cost of living, whereas 
since then the cost of living has not 
increased but has on the contrary de- 
clined; that the scale of wages paid 
by us was fully up to and even in ex- 
cess of the scale of wages being paid 
by our principal competitors, and in 
view of existing business conditions 
and of the fact that the earnings of 
the company were showing a tendency 
of decline and in view of the uncer- 
tainty as to earnings during the sum- 
mer months, I could not now consent 
to an increase of wages. 

No Desire te Be Arbitrary. 

“I explained further that I did not 

desire to assume any arbitrary stand 
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Bull Leader Creates Sensation 
by Bidding 1-8 Over Ex- 
change Quotations for Spots. 
Hayne Bids for 100,000 Bales 
Each of May and July. 


New Orleans, May 17.—Frank B. 
Hayne, the bull leader, started the lo- 
cal cotton world this morning by bid- 
ding the market price for 100,000 
bales each of May and July cotton and 
by bidding one-eighth over the cotton 
exchange quotations for any or all 
the spot cotton in this city. a 

This last bid Mr. Hayne shouted out 
to the members who had hurried to the 
future ring, was open all day. More- 
over, he announced his willingness to 


accept any grade from low ordinary to 


fair. 

The market was thrown into much 
excitement by Mr. Hayne's heavy bid- 
ding. Leaders on the bear side quick- 


ly reached the ring but they showed no 


eagerness to pick up the gauntlet 
thrown down by the bull leader. One 
house dia give him 800 bales of May 
on his bid for 100,000 bales and Mr. 
Hayne accepted the cotton and yelled 
for more. Since May is a spot month, 
and over half gone at that (this was 
equivalent to a spot transaction. 
How Hayne Boosted Price. 

The price, was 15.66, or about 22 
points over the price of middling spots 
‘on the boards. Twenty-two points 
means in money $1.10. Therefore Mr. 
Hayne paid that much more for spots 
than the cotton exchange quotations 
said. spots were worth. 

The market opened very quiet at an 
advance of 1 to 3 points on indifferent 
cables. Weather peports and the map 
were more favorable than otherwise 
and the market would have sagged off 
after the call but fof the support from 
Hayne. 

Scalpers were feeling out short cot- 
ton when Hayne stepped to the ring. 
May had just traded at 15.66 and July 
was trading at 156.86. Hayne waved 
his arms wildly above his head and 
in the powerful voice that cotton bro- 
xers know so well, shouted out that 
he wanted to buy 10,000 May at 15.66; 
then he made the bid of 15.86 for a 
like amount of July. Suddenly he in- 
creased his bids to 50,000 bales, then 
to 190,000 bales and then announced his 
willingness to take all the May and 
July cotton the market had for sale 
at_ the price on the boards. Here it 
was that the 800 bales of May were 
handed him by the bears. Apparently 
this was all the ammunition the short 
side had for it was all the cotton that 
went in Hayne’s direction. Then fol- 
lowed the bid of an eighth over quo- 
tations for all the spots in the city. 
This was one of the most remarkable 
bids ever made in this cotton mar- 
ket. 

Hayne Single-Handed. 

The health of W. P. Brown, who has 
always until a few months ago, been 
in the lead on the bull side, continues 
bad, and Hayne is virtually -carrying

Great benefits will accure to the city 
as the result of the trip to the play- 
grounds convention in Washington 
made by Dan Carey, general manager 
of parks, according to a repoft he has 
just made to the mayor and the presi- 
dent of the park commission. 

Atlanta will be saved several hundreds 
of dollars each year through an ar- 
rangement with the representatives of 
anumber of large playgrounds, by 
which apparatus will be purchased at 
cheaper rates. 

Through Congressman Schley How- 
ard, Mr. Carey secured 200,000 large- 
mouth black bass and sunfish for Pied- 
mont and Grant Park lakes. 

Put on Mailing List. 

The park department of the city has 
been placed upon the mailing list of the 
government for all documents and 
booklets relating to parks aud park 
work. 

Congressman Howard has secured for 
the Atlanta parks the promise of 2,500 
specimens of shrubs next fall. 

Congressman Howard has promised 
to do all in his power to get three cow 
buffaloes, and has received assurance 
that whenever the Atlanta parks are 
ready, a number of buffaloes will be 
given by the government. 

It will be remembered that the park 
commission refused to pay Mr. Carey’s 


expenses to this convention, and that he 


took the trip on his own initiative. 
His report in full follows: 
Report of Mr. Carey. 
Atlanta, Ga., May 17, 1911. 
Hon. Courtland S. Winn, Mayor of At- 
lanta; Hon. George Eubanks, Presi- 
dent Park Commission. 

Gentlemen—You having given me 
leaves of absence from the city and the 
Department of Parks, respectively, for 
the purpose of attending the fifth an- 
nual meeting of the Playground Asso- 
ciation of America, held in Washington, 
D. C., May 10 to 13, 1911, I desire to 
report to you the results of my visit. 

f course the best feature of my at- 
tendance at the meeting was the fact 
that I was for three days in almost con- 
stant conversation with the best play- 
ground authorities of the United States 
and Canada, in consequence of which I 
fee] that I have been broadened in mind 
on playground work and have a fund 
of information regarding details of the 
work that will be of incalculable ben- 
efit to us in the management of our own 
playgrounds. 

The Playground Asgociation this year 
laid greater stress upon the importance 
of supervision and less upon apparatus. 
In fact, it has been ascertained by ex- 
perience that the cumbersome and cost- 
ly apparatus that looks so well in pic- 
tures is a himderance rather than a 
benefit to organized play. Such appa- 
ratus is being removed on many play- 
grounds, and there is a very pronounced 
tendency to return to the simpler pieces. 
In view of this fact, it seems to me that 
we should congratulate ourselves that 
the poverty of the playground purse in 
Atlanta has prevented us from purchas- 
ing the more extensive apparatus. 

More Ground, Less Apparatus. 

More ground, less apparatus and 
better supervision seem to be key-~ 
notes of the playground situation at 
present. 

One of the best practical playground 
men I met was Mr. V. Grant Forrer, 
secretary of the Harrisburg, Pa., park 
commission. During the meeting he 
was begging for two playground di- 
rectors, one man and one woman. He 
was offering transportation and a 
much larger monthly salary than xe 
are paying in Atlanta. Of course 
wanted well-trained and thoroughly

the chairman. 

It is suggested that the plan will 
be for the executive committeemen to 
come to Atlanta, make the run over 
the route to Montezuma, hold its Meet- 
ing and then complete the run to 
Madison, Fle. Returning, the members 
of the committee would then stop at 
their respective home towns. 

Members of the committee, it is 
stated, are enthusiastic over this pro- 
posal and believe it will be the big- 
gest boost that could be given the An- 
dersonville-Thomasville highway at 
this time. 

Splendia Work of Thomas Flyer. 

The Constitution’s Thomas Flyer, 
which went to Albany with a party to 
attend Tuesday’s meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee, returned to Atlanta 
Wednesday afternoon practically with- 
out having been touched during the 
entire trip. The same Atlanta air car- 
ried to Albany in the four.tires was 
brought back intact. The car, in the 
hands of Manager H. B. Odell, of the 
Auto Company, made the more than 
400 miles without the tightening of a 
bolt except on the speedometer, which 
is not an essential part of the ma- 
chine. It proved its comfort and lux- 
ury.on some of the roughest of roads, 
where jolt and jar were scarcely per- 
ceptible. 

The Thomas Flyer at all 
touched axcited interested comment 
and The Constitution was everywhere 
commended for its efforts in behalf of 
the project to make the Andersonville- 
‘Thomasville Highway a sure go. 

Much Work te Be Done. 

Members of the executive committee 
who met in Albany Tuesday realize 
that there is much work to be done 
before the new highway can be adver- 
tised to the world as it should be. 

Some of the roads on the route, ag 
shown by the reports made at the 
meeting, are among thé finest in the 
south, while others need more or less 
improvement. In some instances the 
work is being done now; in others a 
future date has been set for begin- 
ning it. 

One or two counties have failed te 
show a proper interest; the matter is 
to be taken up with these at once by 
Chairman Tarver, under direction ef 
the committee. 

"While there is a little work ‘to be 
done here and there, it was found 
through the trip of the Thomas Flyer 
that from Fort Valley south the roads 
on the route are-in the best possible 
Shape with the exception of a single 
link of about 8 miles in Macon county 
between Oglethorpe and Andersonville. 

So far as that portion of the route 
is concerned, this link holds the key to 
the situation, and that was on impor- 
tant reason why the next meeting of 
the executive committee was called 
for Montezuma. 
| The road authorities of M&con coun- 
ty have promised to start work on this 
link by July 1 at least, so as to have 
it fully completed in the early fall.

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TELL THIS TO YOUR CONGRESSMAN. 


In one of the most lucid arguments for a general parcels, post 
that has yet come to our notice Sophie Irene Loeb, in the current 
issue of The Columbian Magazine, thus summarizes the situation 
with a parable frequently hammered home by The Constitution: 


Today, in New York, I sent a package to a friend in Japan. It went by 
parcels post. It weighed five pounds and I paid 60 cents postage. If I had 
been in San Francisco it would have cost the same 60 cents. Had my friend 
been in Brooklyn instead of Japan, and I in New York, I could not have sent it 
by mail at all. It would have had to go by express. Yet I could have sent it 
from San Francisco across the continent, over the sea, to Japan, by mail for 
60 cents. In short, from any port of the United States to Japan or to thirty 
other foreign countries that package goes by rail, and by ship, and by wagon, 
and by carrier—all for 60 cents. Uncle Sam will take charge of it and for 10 
cents more register it, and guarantee it all the way! But to send it on the 
‘territory on which he lives, he Will have none of it. Yet, of course, he gives 
you a choice of four mediums, who will arrange all the details for you and 
charge you a price Which you must acquiesce in or not send it. For, like 
the brook, packages may come and packages may go, but the express dividends 
go on forever. At the end of this last count they were $102,000,000. 


Concrete illustrations bring home the possibilities of a situa- 
tion. 

A general parcels post would reach every class of citizens, 
the farmer and the city man. It would reduce the cost of living 
by making transportation of food products cheaper. 

A general parcels post would stimulate development in the 
rural districts and development in the city, with more manufac- 
tures and greater opportunities for salary and wage-earners. 
Why? Because it is a fundamental law that whatever facilitates 
commerce, which means simply the interchange of products, stimu- 
lates development. 

The ancient objection that a parcels post would damage the 
small merchants and increase the postoffice deficit has been so 
often exploded that only the uninformed, the misled and the self- 
ishly interested stick to them. 

Figure what a parcels post will mean to you. Multiply that 
by as many people as there are in the country. Add to that the 
impetus to development with the advent of.a great, new, vitalizing 
lubricant in commerce. Then tell it to your representative and 
senator—now!

Astonishing facts relating to Irish land development have come to light in 
connection with the poultry conference here. Figures have been compiled 
showing that the country possesses more than 24,000,000 hens and 250,000 goats. 
It is exporting nearly £4,000,000 ($20,000,000) worth of poultry produce, while 
England imports £7,000,000 ($35,000,000) worth of eggs. 

Ireland, according to these figures, is becoming a second Denmark. The 
increase in poultry is due principally to the establishment of co-operative 
depots, which have steadily multiplied. The recently started society called the 
United Irish Women is rapidly becoming a force in the development of agri- 
culture, and it is believed ‘that the efforts of the organization will result in a 
greatly reduced emigration.

ment and prosecution under the Sher- 
man act.

The decision of 
the court and Justice White’s illumi 
nating opinion have freed the com- 
merce of the country from the terrot

“Protect, Not Destroy.” 
(From The New York Sun.) 

The full text of that decision is no 
yet available, and it is not necessary 
for The Sun to do more than empha- 
size the statement of the chief justice 
that as “one of the fundamental pur- 
poses of the statute is to protect, not 
to destroy, rights of property,” the 
decision cannot result in the perma- 
nent destruction of property rights. 


Each Case On Merits. 

(From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 
The court holds that the language 
of .the statute “every restraint of 
trade“ is not to be construed literally, 
but in the light of reason. It means 
that the framers of the law did not 
intend that every contract or combi- 
nation, whether it acted as a restraint 
of trade or not, was prohibited by it, 
If all sorts of contracts or agreements 
are to be forbidden, then trade as it is 
carried on under modern conditions in 
every country in the world would be 
rendered impossible in the United 
States. This is the view which the 
court takes of the act of 1890. Reason, 
guided by the principles of law and of 
enlightened public poljey, demands 
that the intent to create a monopoly 
must be present before the company 
can be compelled to dissolve. Each 
case must be examined on its merits. 
No snap judgment or sweeping and 
destructive rulings may be looked for 
in the trials of any of the trusts, or 
so-called trusts, when they reach the, 

supreme court. : 


Warning to Business.

MRS. MARTHUR 
WINS HER CASE 


Attorney Hughes Directed to 
Pay Her $250 Alimony 
He Collected. 


The case of Mrs. Violet L. McArthur 
to recover from Frank M. Hughes, a 
well-known attorney of Atlanta, the 
sum of $100 alleged to have been 
collected by him as her attorney, was 
concluded in Judge Bell's division of 
Fulton superſlor court on yesterday, 
resulting in a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

Mrs. McArthur alleged in her suit 
that she employed the defendant, 
Frank M, Hughes, as her attorney-at- 
law in divorce proceedings pending 
between herself and her husband. 

She alleged that Attorney Hughes 
failed to file any defense in her be- 
half, on which account a verdict of 
divorce was rendered against her by 
default, the case being undefended. 

She further alleged that Attorney 
Hughes did, however, collect the sum 
of $260 paid by her husband as tem- 
porary alimony, under the decree of 
the court, and that he failed and re- 
fuged to pay her the amount 80 col- 
lected, with the exception of the sum 
of $160. 

The defendant denied all of the alle- 
gations made by the plaintiff, con- 
tending that he was not employed to 
defend the divorce suit, but merely 
to have her disabilities removed, and 
that the portion of alimony retained 
by him was reserved under contract 
for payment of his attorney’s fee. 

The trial of the case consumed all 
of this week's session of Fulton su- 
perior court and attracted considerable 
attention on account of the nature of 
the case and the prominence of the 
attorneys engageg in the trial. 

The jury, after giving brief con- 
sideration to the evidence, argument 
and charge of the court, returned a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff, re- 
quiring Attorney Hughes to pay to her 
the full sum alleged to have been 
collected by him. 

The plaintiff was represented by At- 
torney Leon C. Greer.

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 163 points, in sympathy 
with steady cables, and while there 
Was some irregularity immediately 
following the call, as a result of real- 
izing, the market showed a generally 
upwarꝗ tendency with the general list 
@howing a net advance of about 10@12 
points in the late trading and at the 
close was only a point or two off from 
the top under realizing. 

Continued dry weather in the south 
and the official ‘forecasts calling for 
fair weather again today and tomor- 
row in all sections except southeast 
Texas where showers are expected 
probably had some influence on the 
new crop positions, but attention 
seemed to be chiefly attracted by the 
firmness in New Orleans, where lead- 
ing bulls were said to be bidding for 
7 large block, bullish advices from 
averpool and a feeling that general 
business is likely to show improve- 
ment, owing to the favorable view 
taken of the supreme court decision 
regarding the anti-trust laws in bank- 
ing and commercial circles. 

There appeared to be a good deal of 
cotton for sale around 15.98 for July 
and 13.28 for October during the after- 
noon, but the offerings were very well 
absorbed and shorts in the new crop, 
as well as in the old crop positions, 
appeareg to be nerved owing to the 
reports of a strong spot situation. new 
crop uncertainties and the prediction 
for a revival in the dry goods trade.

The close for oats was steady, with- 
in ½ of the top figures of the day. 
From Indiana to Misseuri, the country 
appeared to be altogether too dry and 
hot for the tranquillity of people who 
had been hoping for a bumper crop of 
oats. Iowa and Nebraska showed but 
little better conditions. In fact, all 
the states that produce big yields of 
the cereal, except only the northwest,.

In the Interests of the Parks. 


Naturally, some of the time of the 
Playground Association was devoted 
to automobile rides and dinners, which 
I did not attend.

Through Mr. John R. Bowie, pub- 
licity agent of the department of ag - 
riculture, I succeeded in having the 
park department of Atlanta placed on 
the mailing list of the department for 
all documents and booklets relating 
to parks and park work. 

r. William Schley Howard also 
took up the maater of having the At- 
lanta parks furnished with specimens 
of shrubs, and hag secured a promise 
for 2,500 plants next fall. 

Mr. Howard also took up with me 
the matter of securing s0ological 
specimens for Atlanta. We drew at- 
tention to the fact that there is a herd 
of bison in Chicago, where Mr. C. B. 
DeVry has succeeded in raising calves; 
that Dr. W. T. Hornaday has a flour- 
ishing herd in New York city, and 
that the government maintains a herd 
in ‘Washington, but that there is not 
a single herd of bison in the south, 
although the southeastern states are 
believed by some authorities to have 
been the original range of this animal. 
We stated that the bull in the Gress 
zoo of Atlanta has lived for two years 
through the heat of summer and the 
cold of winter, and asked aid of the 
government in establishing in Atlanta 
the first southeastern herd of the 
American bison. Naturally, a question 
of this kind cannot be decided in two 
or three days, but Mr. Howard has 
assured me that he will do everything 
in his power to secure at least three 
cows for us, and my own belief is that 
he will be able to do so. 

We also took up the uestion of | 
grizzly bears, and received assurance 
that we will secure government aid in 
obtaining them when we are ready to 
take care of them.

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ATLANTA MAY LOSE : 
MANY GULF OFFICERS 


Establishment of Divisions 
Will Lessen the Force in 
This City. 


There is a possibility that Atlanta 
may lose the majority of the depart- 
ment of the gulf officers and all its 
clerical force. 

On July 1, it is stated, an order will 
be issued by the war department di- 
viding the military commands in the 
United States into three divisions—the 
eastern, with headquarters at Gav- 
ernor’s Island, N. Y.; the central, with 
headquarters at Chicago, and the west- 
ern, with headquarters at San Fran- 
cisco. 

If these changes are made, it is said 
Atlanta will lose all the officers now 
connected with the department of the 
gulf save the brigadier general in 
command, his staff, consisting of an 
adjutant and two aides, and a small 
clerical force. Those who would go 
would be the chief quartermaster, 
chief commissary, chief paymaster, 
chief surgeon, judge advocate andain- 
spector general. And with these men 
would go the. large clerical, force, 
more than fifty in number, who keep 
the records of the various departments. 
over which these officers preside. 

When seen about the matter by a 
representative of The Constitution in 
Washington, General Ainsworth de- 
clined to deny that such an order is 
pending. “The brigadier general, ad- 
jutant and aides, will at least be left 
in Atlanta,” said the general when 
asked about the matter. He declpp ed, 
ha@wever, to make any statement about 
the remainder of the officers now sta- 
tioned here. 


Strike to Mar Coronation. 

Southampton, May 17.— The long- 
threatened international strike of sail- 
ors and firemen, it is reported here to- 
day, has been fixed for y 25, with the 
object of dislocating traffic during the 
coronation of King George. Well-in- 
formed persons do not believe the 
strike, if it eventuates, will be a for- 
midable one.

Famous Roads of Sumter. 

Sumter—Chairman Tarver declared 
that it was scarcely necessary to ask 
for a report from Sumter whose roads, 
all built within the last three years, 
have become nationally famous. Mayor 
J. Ea Mathis, of Americus, stated that 
the roads of Sumter would gladden the 
hearts of the old time road builders, 
could they come back and see them to- 
day. So far as Sumter’s portion of the 
route is concerned, there remains only 
three-quarters of a mile of it to be 
completed, carrying it to the Macon 
county line near Andersonville, and a 
big gang of convicts is now working 
on this with a view to its completion 
by June l. 

Macon—F. J. Lewis, of Montezuma, 
stated that Macon county had thirty 
miles of the Andersonville-Thomasville 
route, probably more than any other 
county, but that it promised roads that 
would equal the best. By June 15 he 
stated the work would be finished to 
the Houston county line, and then it 
was proposed to begin work not later 
than July 1 on the more important 
link from Oglethorpe to Andersonville. 

Will Issue $150,000 Bonds. 

The people of Macon county, Mr. 
Frederick declared, are enthusiastic 
over the project. He called attention 
to the fact that the last grand jury 
had recommended an issue of $150,000 
of bonds for road-building. He said 
the election would be held in July, and 
he was confident the bonds would be 
carried by a handsome majority. 

Houston—While there was no com- 
mitteeman present from Houston coun- 
ty, members of the executive commit- 
tee from this county stated to those 
in The Constitution’s Thomas Flyer, 
as it passed through Fort Valley, that 
Houston would leave no stone un- 
turned to give to the Andersonville- 
Thomasville route one of its most per- 
fect pieces of roadway. 

Crawford—R. L, Dickey reported 
that Crawfrd had both plenty of clay 
and plenty of sand, and that her con- 
vict gang was now engaged in the 
operation of mixing these two ingre- 
dients upon a graded surface in the 
right proportion to make an excellent 
road. He promised that Crawford 
would give the route a piece of road 
that everyone would be proud of. 

Pipeky Culloden. 

Monroe—U. S. Fuller stated that few 
in Monroe were interested on account 
of the fact that the route only goes 
through a small section of that coun- 
ty—for a distance of only 4 or 5 miles. 
“But we are going to put it in good 
shape,” he said, “and if we don't get 
any assistance from the county com- 
missioners, the people of Culloden 
will bear the burden themselves, for 
they are determined to have this 
route. However, the commissioners 
have promised to work out this road 
for us by August, and there need be 
no uneasiness about fts being done.” 

Upson—Ellison MecNiece, of Upson, 
reported that the convict gang in that 
county ig now working the road from 
‘Thomaston to the county line, and will 
get on that portion of the road on the 
new highway within the next sixty 
days and bring it up to standard. 

Pike Is Heard From, 

Pike—W. M. Hartley, of Pike, re- 
ported that 10 or 11 miles of the route 
through that county are now in ex- 
cellent shape, and that the balance 
will be worked out at an early date, 
as it can be done at small cost. 

C. O. Summers, who headed a delega- 
tion from the Barnesville Chamber of 
Commerce, in which were also H. H. 
Gray, Roy Blount and Riley Summers, 
made a request of the executive com- 
mittee that a change be made in the 
route through Pike county, so as to 
bring it into Barnesville instead of go- 
ing direct through Zebulon south along 
the line of the Southern’s Atlanta and 
Florida division. He said this change 
would make it only one mile longer, 
but at the same time would make it 
an hour quicker, a fact which the 
Barnesville Chamber of Commerce 
would be glad to demonstrate to any 
committee which might be appointed, 
and without expense to the committee. 

Mr. Gray strongly backed up Mr. 
Summer’s request, but Mr. Hartley op- 
posed it, saying the direct route across 
Pike county could be put in splendid 
shape at comparatively small expense. 

Mr. Dickey, of Upson, also opposed 
it on the ground that the executive 
committee had no right to change a 
route that had been esablished by the 
mass meeting by which the committee 
was created, and this practically ended 
the discussion. He considered that at 
the former mesting Pike county had 
assumed the responsibility for building 
the highway as authorized. 

Spalding, Fayette and Clayton coun- 
tles were not represented and Chair- 
man Tarver was-requested to corres- 
pond with their road authorities with 
reference to the direction of the route 
going through them.

TO BLACKBALL BETTERS| 


That’s the Only Way They Can 
Get Prominence Says the 
President---Taft’s Attack Stirs 
Social Washington and 
Causes Resignations From 
the Exclusive Metropolitan. 


Washington, May 17.— The resigna- 
tion of two members of the board o? 
governors and the secretary of the 
Metropolitan Club in this city, made 
known today following a speech by 
President Taft last night in which he 
Genounced ‘“small-headed men,” who, 
in clubs attempt to manifest, their 
greatness by biackballing men of 
prominence proposed for membership, 
have stirred official and social Wash- 
ington to the core. 

President Taft, who is a member of 
the exclusive Metropolitan Club, was 
represented several weeks to have felt 
some resentment over the exclusion 
from the organization of several new- 
Iy-elected congressmeh and senators, 
proposed for membership by some of 
the most influential men in the clubs. 
Among the men excluded was one of 
whom the president was said to be 
particularly fond. 

Not Worthy to Button Shoes. 

The flurry caused by the clubs’ ac- 
tion at that time had partially diied 
down when President Taft last night 
in an address at the Jewish Temple, re- 
vived the subject by saying he had 
had friends—gentiles—kept out of 
clubs “by people who were not worthy 
to button up their shoes.” i 
„es ee ine fotlewed by the announce- 
ment today that Brigadier General 
Clarence R. Edwards, of the bureau of 
insular affairs, an intimate friend of 
President Taft; Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles L. McCawley, of the marine 
corps, formerly a white house aide, and 
Captain T. M. Potts, of the navy, had 
resigned their official positions with 
the Metropolitan Club. General Ed- 
wards and Captain Potts were mem- 


bers of the board of govepnors and, 


Colonel McCawley, secretary of the 
viub. All three of these officers had 
asked that their resignations take ef- 
fect at once, but Captain Potts and 
Colonel McCawley later agreed to 
serve until next October’ on account of 
the difficulty of filling their places 
at this time of year. General 
wards, however, insisted that his res- 
nation should be accepted 
lately. 

Officers te Boycott Club. 

It is said the resignations of Messrs. 
Edwards, McCawley and Potts un- 
doubtedly means that in the future no 
officer in the active service of the 
army, navy or marine corps will hold 
office in the Metropolitan club. 

Friction created by the exclusion of 
senators, representatives and other 
men of prominence in official life from 
the club has been more or less fre- 
quent and it is believed has not worked 
to the best interest of the various 
branches of the military service. 

Associate Justice Hughes, of the su- 
preme court, has incurred the enmity 
of three members of the Metropolitan, 
who informed a friend recently they 
would “take pleasure in blackballing 
Mr. Hughes if at any time his name 
Were proposed for membership in the 
club.”” Their opposition was based on 
the fight made against the race tracks 
of New York while the justice was 
g@overnar of that state.

Agreement For Cessation of 
Hostilities Signed by Ma- 
dero and Agent of Diaz, 


ARMISTICE IS SIGHED 
FOR E Apt REPUBLIC 


Madero Affixed His Signature 
as Soon as He Learned That 
Diaz Had Announced His In- 
tention of Retiring From the 
Presidency. 


Juarez, Mexico, May 17.—Judge Car- 
bajal, representing the Mexican fed- 
eral government, and Dr. Vasquez 
Gomezz, Jose Pino Suarez and Francis- 
co I. Madero, Sr., representing the pro- 
visional government, agreed at 6 
o’clock tonight to declare a five-day 
armistice throughout Mexico. 

At 11 o'clock tonight Judge Car- 
bajal received instructions from Mex- 
ico City to sign the general armistice 
which Provisional President Madero 
already had signed earlier today. A 
general armistice of five days is now 
in effect throughout Mexico. 

The insurrecto envoys called on 
Judge Carbajal, at his room in an El 
Paso hotel, and prepared to put the 
armistice into effect immediately, but 
the federal envoy reminded them that 
the signing of an armistice was a mil- 
itary prerogative, and not included in 
his diplomatic instructions. He de- 
clared, however, that authorization 
was merely a matter of form, and that 
he would affix his signature to ths 


document. — 
Peace After Many Months. 


The armistice is the first. general 
cessation of holtilities since the revo- 
lution began last November, and was 
decided upon by Provisional President 
Madero this afternoon, immediately 
after the receipt of a dispatch from 

xico City saying that President 
Diaz had agreed to resign before the 
end of the present month. 

News of vigorous scouts in central 
and sotuhern Mexico, which Senor 
Madero considers unnecessary in view 
of the jrogress made toward a peace- 
ful settlement of the result, also in- 
duted the rebel chief to act quickly to 
prevent further loff of life. President 
Madero and Judge Carbajal expressed 
the belief tonight that the five-day 
armistice would be superceded by the 
signing of a definite peace agreement 
calculated to restore Mexico to com- 
plete tranquility. 

The armistice terms include the neu- 
tralization of railway and telegraphic 
lines and the cessation of histile troop 
movements. 

Madero was at work in his house 
here with Dr. Gomez and his father, 
Francisco Madero, Sr., on the peace 
agreement, when an Associated Press 
representative brought him the dis- 
patch from Mexico City concerning 
President Diaz's intention of resigning 
before the month is over: 

What day is it?’ asked Senor Ma- 
dero .

Earlier today Senor Madero con- 
firmed the announcement of the As- 
sociated Press last night that Genera! 
Gonzales Salaz ,Senor Vasquez Tagle 
and Dr .Vasquez Gomez have been 
named by him for the portfolios of 
war, justice and gobernacion, respect- 
ively. 

He conferred today wit his cabinet 
about the gubernatorial appointees for 
the fourteen states to be controlled by 
the revolutionists, and it may be sev- 
eral days before all the governors are 
selected, as the rebel chiefs wish to 
get in touch with public sentiment. 
Some of the leaders have raised a 
technicality which tonight is some- 
what of a dilemma to those who are 
trying to bring about peace. It is 
claimed by some of the rebel leaders, 
and they are supported by federal 
sympathizers, that no peace aree- 
ment can dictate the appointment of 
governors. Provisional governors in 
Mexico are elected by the state legis- 
latures, but heretofore they virtually 
have been named by the president.

In an 
agony of pain, relieved’ by narcotics, 
able to utter but few words and these 
with difficulty, recumbent on his bed, 
relinquishing his power—he was still 
the dominating figure of the council.

The president was too ill to sit 
among the councilors.

The bed in which the distinguished 
patient lay was massive and its cov- 
erings in frequent disarray from the 
tossing of its occupant in his pain. 
These the nurse unobtrusively rear- 
ranged or placed freshly-cooled pil- 
lows beneath her patient's head. 

Senor Limantour, whenever possi- 
ble, so conducted the conversation as 
to render it necessary for the presi- 
dent to answer only with a “yes” or 
a “no.” 

After the meeting today Senor Li-“ 
mantour stated that while the presi- 
dent was in great pain, his fever had 
subsided and the physicians in consul- 
tation on the case do not fear serious 
consequences. It will be some days at 
least, however, before the president 
can leave his bed. 

A physician not connected with the 
case, but to whom the symptoms were 
described by a reporter, declined to 
issue with official optimism, 
but declared that complications always 
are to be feared in such cases. espe- 
cially where the r is advanced 
in years. 

Dias Won't Leave Mexico, 

It is stated on authority that Presi- 
dent Diaz has no wish nor intention 
of leaving Mexico following his resig- 
nation. He is an old man and new 
scenes and faces have no attraction.

United States Appeals to France 
and Great Britain, 


Secretary Knox Submits Draft 
of Arbitration Treaty to the 
French and British Ambassa- 
dors, Which May Serve as 
Basis for World-Peace. 


Washington, May 17.—The principle 
of arbitration on practically all dis- 
putes between nations, including even 
questions of vital interest and national 
honor, assumed vitality today when 
Secretary of State Knox submitted to 
the British and French ambassadors 
at Washington the draft of a conven- 
tion to serve as a basis of negotiatnos. 
TThe fact that this world movement 
would be inaugurated with France, as 
well as Great Britain, came as a sur- 
prise, as it was generally understood 
only the, United States and England 
were concerned in the initial steps. 

Approved by Taft and Cabinet. 

Secretary Knox has evolved a docu- 
ment which has received the approval 
of the president and other members 
of his cabinet providing that all dif- 
ferences which are internationally 
justifiable shall be submitted to arbi- 
‘tration. It expands the scope of the 
existing arbitration treaties by elimi- 
nating the exceptions referring to 
“questions of vital interest and na- 
tional honor.” This elimination is the 
real accomplishment of the proposed 
treaty. The exceptions mentioned are 
found in arbitration treaties the world 
over, and have constituted the chief 
obstacle to the application of the ar- 
bitration principle, for it is hard to 
conceive of a problem which, in its 
essence, cannot be regarded as having 
a controlling bearing upon “national 
honor, or “vital interest.” 

a) Questions of Policy. 

Recognizing that there may be ques- 
tions of policy and other matters like- 
ly to force nations to the brink of 
war, but which no people would be 
willing to arbitrate, the tentative 
draft of the treaty provides that dif- 
ferences that either party consider 
within this category shall be referred 
to a commission o finquiry empower- 
ed to make recommendations for their 
settlement. In this connetion, the 
treaty wil Itake aonther advanced 
step by binding the dnsputants to ar- 
bitration in case the commission of in- 
quiry declares that the controversy 
shall be arbitrated. 

Arbitration in all cases will be a 
last resort after the two countries 
have conclued that it is impossible to 
settle a dispute through diplomatic in- 


- terchange. 


The United States senate will not be 
asked to relinquish its right to pass 
upon the question of arbitrating each 
dispute. All agreements to arbitrate! 
will be entered into with “the advice 
and consent o fthe senate,” as pnder 
existing conventions, ; 

Knox Describes Draft. 

The tentative draft was described 
by Secretary nox today in the follow- 
ing official statement, which he said 
was as specifi cas could be made now: 

“The department has completed a 
draft of a general arbitration treaty 
which has been approved by the pres- 
ident and will be submitted to the 
French and British ambassadors as a 
formula upon which this government 
is now willing to enter into negotia- 
tions, using this tentative draft as a 
basis. 

“This draft ig not the result of ne- 
gotiations with any particular coun- 
try, but represents what this govern- 
ment believes to be a sound basis for 
‘negotiations for the extension of the 
scope of its arbitration treaties. 

“It has been sent to the French and 
British abassadors because they had 
indicated the desire of their countries 
to discuss the subject of a general 
treaty of arbitration which would in- 
clude all differences that might arise 
with this country. 

“The general features of the draft 
are these: 

“Tt expamis the scope of our existing 
general arbitration agreements by 
eliminating the exceptions contained 
in existing ones of questions of vital 
interest and national honor.

„It provides that differences that 
either country thinks are not interna- 
tionally justiciable shall be referred 
to a commission of inquiry with power 
to make recommendations for their 
settlement. This commission to be 
made up of officials of the two gov- 
ernments who are members of The 
Hague court. 7 

“Should the commission declide that 
the difference. should be arbitrated,| 
this decision is to be binding. 

“arbitrations are to be conducted 
under terms of submissfon subject to 
the advice and consent of the senate. 

“Before arbitration is resorted to 
even in cases where both countries 
agree that the difference is one sus- 

tible of arbitral decision, the com- 
mission of inquiry shall investigate 
the difference with a view of recom- 
mending a settlement that will pre, 
clude the necessity of arbitration. The 
action of this commission is not to 
have the éffect of an arbitral award. 
The commission, at request of either 
government, shall delay its finding one 
year to give opportunity for diplomatic 
settlement. 

“The features of the draft deal main- 
ly with the machinery of the commis- 
sion and other incidental details. 


Beginning Negotiations. 

The seubmisdion of the drafts to 
Great Britain and France, marks the 
actual beginning of negotiations. The 
foreign office of the two countries will 
now make &n exhaustive examination 
of the American proposition with a 
view to suggesting modifications or 
additions. It is the desire of the ad- 
ministration to complete the negotia- 
tions if possible in time for submis- 
wion to the senate before the ad- 
journment of the present session of 
congress. 

Now that this government's proposal 
has been reduced to concrete form, 
the state department assumes a recep- 
tive role, willing to enter into nego- 
tiations on the same basis with all 
countries signifying a desre to do so. 
It has been ruthored that Japan was 
anxious to join in the negotiations.

Insanity as the Foundation of 
the New Era in 


(From Current Literature.) 

Lunacy, in some instances, maniacal 
frenzy; and in any event the workings 
out of an insae delusion explain to one 
eminent psychiatrist, Dr. Theodore B. 
Hyslop, that new era in art of which 
criticism now makes so much. That 
theme of which critics make so much 
as post-impressionism seems to this 
student, who has had wide practical 
experience in asylums, to be more or 
less post-illusionism as met with in de- 
generacy and the insane. All that Dr. 
Hyslop says is based upon his own di- 
rect observation of insane artists in 
asylums and of the paintings of luna- 
ties under restraint. Nor is he preju- 
diced against these people and things. 
He freely concedes that the art of the 
lunatic asylum manifests a high type 
of genius. The insane artist, he writes 
in The Nineteenth Century (London) is 
usually in dead earnest: 

“Beyond what is prompted by his 
morbid rise in self-consciousness, in- 
tense ego-mania, and a desire to ex- 
press or reflect the workings of his dis- 
ordered mind, there is, as a genera! ) 
rule, no other or ulterior motive to 
tempt him to distort or misinterpret 
the evidence of his sense—i. e., he does 
not seek to deceive the critic or the 
public; and, although he may be an 
egomaniac, his artistic efforts are 
mostly for art’s sake alone, and they 
merely reflect the character of his own 
imaginings. 

In dealing with the work of an in- 
sane artist the positive manifestations 
of sensory or motor defects displayed 
therein do not demand our study as 
much as does the something caused by

Throughout the years that the wom- 
en of New York have been patiently 
arguing their cause, and legislative 
committees have been impatiently ig- 
noring the women's claims, reat 
Britain has given women every local 
yote—for school and poor law officers, 
for county councils, for city govern- 
ments: Australia, New Zealand, Fin- 
land, Norway have conferred suffrage 
on women on the same terms as on 
men. While the legislature of New 
York sneered and ignored, one of our 
high mountain states gave women the 
vote. While New York ignored and 
sneered, Colorado seeing the good re- 
silts of woman suffrage across its 
northern boundary line in Wyoming, 
made women part of the body politic. 
Utah, touching Colorado on its eastern 
boundary, and Idaho, bounding Utah 
on the north, linked themselves in the 
chain of true democracies, while New 
York continued to hug its government 
based on sex aristocracy. In 1910, while 
the judiciary committee of the New 
York assembly was playing a » of 
football with the suffrage bill, mem- 
bers voting for it one day and against 
it the next, the legislature of the state 
of Washington was passing a suffrage 
measure on to the voters. In Novem- 
ber, 1910, by a popular vote, standing 
two to one, Washington gave its wom- 
en political freedom. The answer to 
the scorn of the legislature of New 
York for women, is the faith in women 
shown by that chain of states, linked 
each to each, reaching from the high 
Rockies to the Pacific ocean.

Railroad Commission Author- 
izes Roads to Raise Rates 
Materially. 


The railroad commission has issued 
a new schedule of switching charges 
for freight movements within the city 
limits. The order makes a material in 
crease over the old universal $2 charge, 


i but not as large as the roads had ask- 


ed. The schedule follows: 

Rule 28-A—The following charges 
per car, without regard to its weight 
or contents, will be allowed for the 
transportation of loaded cars in intra- 
terminal service, within the custom- 
ary industrial switching limits, to- 
wit: 

1. For a tar loaded on the terminal 
of one carrier to be unloaded on the 
terminal of another carrier, where only 
two carriers are interested, $4 to be 
divided as follows: 

Initial carrier, $2. 

Delivering carrier, $2. 

3. For a car loaded on the terminal 
of one carrier to be unloaded on the 
terminal of another carrier, where 
three carriers are interested, $5 to be 
divided as follows: 

Initial carrier, $2. 

Intermediate carrier, $1. 

Delivering carrier, $2.

On the fiftieth anniversary of the 
first Italian parliament, the Grand ca- 
nal was gay with hundreds of the 
beautiful scarlet, white and green 
Italian flags, and added to this were 
many deep Venetian-red banners hung 
over the balcony railings. The San 
Marco square was also decorated with 
flags and banners, and at night was 
brilliantly illuminated. From the tall 
clock tower at one side, colored lights 
were burned, first red and then green. 
In front of San Marco men were sta- 
tioned a few feet apart. holding aloft 
poles, from the top of which green and 
red fires were burned, casting bril- 
liant lights over the mosaics of San 
Marco. Great crowds gathered to lis- 
ten to the music and watch the illu- 
mination. In the lagoon, an Italian 
battleship, the German kaiser's yacht, 
Hohenzollern, a German cruiser and 
an Italian yacht were brilliantly illu- 
minated, the masts, rigging and out- 
lines of the hulls being distinctly 
marked by rows of lights. 

The Ever-Present Hohensollern. 

The German ships had been in the 
lagoon for several days awaiting the 
coming of the kaiser, who was to 
come from Vienna, where he had been 
visiting the emperor, Franz Joseph. 
One day, as we came out from the

The growing taste in house furnish- 
ing throughout the country has been 
met by both the hand-eraft societies 
and the commerelal houses by new and 
better things. Shops especially are 
ready to respond to this need, and they 
show light summer tugs and mattings 
in great variety hoth as to style and 
price. 7 

The importance of the floor covering 
cannot be dwelt upon too much. While 
the rug or carpet in a room seems to 
receive little attention, it really af- 
fects everything within the room and 
can make or mar the beauty of it. 
Hints, therefore, as to what ig te be 
had in the shops may save valuable 
time in looking. about, and may help 
to suggest just the right thing for a 
particular room, 

One of the revivals for which we 
must thank the handcrafts is that of 
the so-called rag rug. This has achiev- 
ed a wide and still growing popular- 
ity among all elasses of people. The 
type of rug wag so suited to any room, 
and to almost any style of modern 
home, that it was at once adopted and 
is now produced in large quantities, 
While formerly sold in the art-craft 
shops and the social settlements, it is 
now made at the factories and can be 
had in any of the department stores. 
These rugs are very durable and gen- 
erally being of cotton, they can be 
cleaned easily. For summer cottages, 
for bedrooms or for bathrooms, there 
is nothing more convenient. 

The rag rug is a modern adaptation 
of the rag carpet. The colors can oft- 
en be ordered in advance and are made 
to suit the room in which the rug is 
to be placed. It is made, usually, with 
One color for the middle portion and 
with a striped border at either end. 
Much taste and ingenuity have been, 
shown at times in planning these bor- 
ders. 

For large rugs and art squares there 
is a wide range of choice. Attractive 
among these are some of the yarn rugs 
which are woven rather loosely and 
which come m a variety of colors. { 
saw one on this order the other day 
with a broad border of darker color, 
and still others with an inner border 
which was narrow, From a dozen tints 
and colors you may select the one 
which ie preferred, and the rug can 
be obtained in this color.

REV.GEO.WALKER

Augusta, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)— 
Rev. George Williams Walker, D.D., 
for morg than quarter of a century a 
professor at Paine's college, colored, 
in this city, died here at 9 o'clock 
this morning, after an illness of sev- 
eral months, in the sixtieth year of 
his age. 

The funeral will be conducted from 
the college chapel tomorrow at noon, 
the body lying in state from 10 to 12 
o'clock. Bishop Warren A. Candler 
will conduct the funeral, and the 
white Methodist ministers of Augusta 
will act as honorary pallbearers. The 
active pallbearers will be the colored 
professors of the college, and some of 
the students. 

Dr, Walker was One of the heroes of 
the Methodist church because of the 
lifetime work that he gave to the 
southern negroes. He came tolAugusta 
in about 1884, at the same time that 
Dr. Morgan Calloway came, and of- 
fered his services to the educational 
Work of the negro, which had been 
p. nised the race by the Southern 
Methodists. They began their work | 
in an upper room on Broad street, and 
later property was secured on Wood- 
lawn avenue, where, under the name, 
Paine institute, the teaching was car- 
ried on in the remodeled stables on 
the property. Erecting Haygood Me- 
mortal hall, they changed the name to 
Paine college, and soon after, Dr. 
Walker, at the order of the church, 
assumed the head, which position he 
held for more than twenty-five yeara, 
doing as truly missionary work 28 
though in the foreign field. His work 
has been of marked benefit to the 
race.

Invitations to Loan Are Sent 
Broadcast to the 
People. 


Washington, May 17.—Seventy-seven 
mail bags filled with invitations to the 
public to bid for Uncle Sam’s new 
bonds left Washington today. Every 
one of the 23,000 national banks, state 
banks and trust companies of which the 
treasury has record, will receive one of 
the official circulars and bidding slips. 
The man who wants to lend $100, 3500, 


3 per cent. interest can learn all the 
particulars by dropping around to see 
this bankers. 

To make the new $50,000,000 loan as 
popular as possible, the treasury will 
accept ordinary checks payable through 
clearing house cities and postal orders 
in payment. The small bidders will re- 
ceive first attention, whith will make it 
possible for the individual investor to 
deal directly with the government, in- 
stead of with a bond dealer. 

It probably will be six weeks before 
the successful bidders are announced. 
The price they will pay for the new 
securities is a conjecture, but the esti- 
mates put it somewhere between: par 
and 103. 

By this new issue of $50,000,000 Uncle 
Sam will owe his people about $963,- 
000,000, upon which various rates of in- 
terest are paid. The money from the 
new issue will be used to partly reim- 
burse the treasury for money it has ad- 
vanced to the Panama canal.

Mr. Sinclair does not venture to assert 
that he is proof against virulent dis- 
eases, such as smallpox or typhoid. Al- 
though he claims to know one ardent 
physical culturist, a physician, who 
takes typhoid germs at intervals in or- 
der to prove his immunity. Mr. Sin- 
clair would not care to go that far. It 
is enough for him to know that he is 
proof against the common infections 
which beset man and against all the 
chronic ills. He expects to continue so 
just as long as he stands by his present 
resolve, which is to fast at the slightest 
hint of any symptom of ill being, a cold 
or a headache—a feeling of depression 
or a coated tongue or a scratch on the 
finger which does not heal quickly. 

Those who have studied the fast as a 
cure explain its miracles, according to 
Mr. Sinclair, in the foNowing way: 

“Superfluous nutriment is taken into 
the system and ferments, and the body 
is filed with a greater quantity of pois- 
onous matter than the organs of elimi- 
nation can handle. The result is the 
clogging of these organs, and of the 
blodd vessels—such is the meaning of 
headaches and rheumatism, arterios- 
clerosis, paralysis, apoplexy, Bright's 
Bright’s disease, cirrhosis, etc. And by 
impairing the blood and lowering the 
vitality, this same condition prepares 
the system for infection—for ‘colds,’ or 
pneumonia, or tuberculosis, or any of 
the fevers.

This is 
a natural result when new alignments 
are the order of the day and party 
disintegration is at work.

New alliances are ebing formed. The 
spirit of political independence is in 
the air. Party solidarity has not its 
farmer weight. Men are thinking for

Cessation of Hostilities. 

It is not to be expected that the 
armistice will result in immediate ces- 
sation of hostilities. Without doubt 
the government will place at the dis- 
posal. of Madero the telegraph and 
railroads for the purpose offacilitat- 
ing the transmission of the news that 
an agreement has been ‘reached and 
his orders to cease ghting, but when 
it is remembered that many of the 
bands now conducting their part in 
the revolution are many days’ ‘march 
from the nearest telegraph station 
and railroads, it will be seen that 
Madero has no easy task in bringing 
to the country immediate peace. It 
is not improbable that battles will be 
reported from time to time during the 
next two weeks and possibly even 
later, in isolated districts into which 
his couriers have been unable to pene- 
trate.
